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COFFEE SCARCITY LAID 
IN PART 10 HOARDERS 


Hundreds Here Unable to Buy 
It as Stocks Reach Van- 
ishing Point. 


— 


' Hundreds of St. Louisans were 
going from store to store today in 
an effort to purchase coffee, which 
has become, just about the scarcest 
article in a grocery. Some dealers 
blamed hoarders for the acuteness 
of the present situation, which 
has been developing since last 
May, when the dealers were put 
on a ration basis of 65 per cent of 
their 1941 monthly sales volume. 

The situation was expected to 
be relieved somewhat on Monday, 
‘however, when November quotas 
will be delivered to many stores. 

Curtailment of coffee shipments 
from South America to the United 
States, because more cargo space 
is being given to raw materials 
needed in the war program, is re- 
sponsible for the coffee shortage. 

Dealers said coffee rationing, 
which will become effective Nov. 
29, will correct the hoarding situa- 
tion to some extent. 

A spokesman for a large chain 
store organization told the 
Post-Dispatch that coffee hoarders 
are threatening to ruin the good 
will that retailers have heretofore 
built up with customers. “Our 
delivery service is restricted,” he 
explained. “Some customers have 
learned when coffee is delivered 
to their neighborhood store and 
they rush over and buy up the 
supply. Other customers must go 
without. 

“This puts a tremendous strain 
on our relations with regular cus- 
tomers and we will welcome Gov- 
ernment rationing.” 


UNION OFFICERS ARE FINED 
FOR WAR PLANT SLOWDOWN 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31 (AP).—Judge 
Oscar S. Caplan fined two union 
officers $200 and costs each yes- 
terday after a policeman testified 
that they did not act to halt a 
slowdown at a war plant. 

The men were charged with dis- 
orderly conduct, and the Judge, 
describing the case as “probably 
the first of its kind in the coun- 
try,” said, “The crime is greater 
than the charge.” 

The defendants were Dacey 
Sanders and Solomon Brown, 
Negroes, vice-president and stew- 
ard, respectively, of Local 786, of 
the AFL United Automobile 
Workers. Both are employed in 
the galvanizing department of the 
Wood Manufacturing Co., which 
alleged that employes were hold- 
ing up production because a wage 
dispute had not been settled. 

Judge Caplan ruled the fines 
would be’ held in abeyance until 
Jan. 15 and would be vacated if 
there is “no further violation,” 

The charges were brought by 
Lieut. George Barnes of the police 
labor detail, who said he found 15 
men loafing in the plant and ar- 
rested Sanders and Brown after 
they failed to respond to his re- 
quest for a step-up in production.

Chairman E. G. Cherbonnier of 
the St. Louis Scrap Metal Commit- 
tee said reports already received 
from the canvass of business es- 
tablishments indicate that the adult 
groups should be able to turn in 
as much scrap as was gathered by. 
the school children, whose total 
was 8398 tons. | 

Cherbonnier said there will be 
some delay in the pickup of scrap 
reported by business  establish- 
ments which are not able to haul 
it themselves. In order to con- 
serve tires and gasoline and the 
time of drivers and helpers, the 
committees are trying to arrange 
for all scrap in a particular local- 
ity to be picked up on one trip. 
‘This means the pickup must wait 
until the entire area has been can- 
vassed. Donors are asked to be 
patient about these collections, 

Trucks continued to unload scrap 
yesterday at the central depository 
in Thirteenth street at Memorial 
Plaza. Kroger Grocery & Baking 
Co. sent two large truckloads. A 
woman driving her automobile 
placed on the scrap pile a small 
carton containing sections of toy 
electric train track and other small 
pieces of metal. . 

' Pennants to Schools. 

The St. Louis Scrap Metal Com- 
mittee has ordered pennants which 
will be awarded to all schools in 
the city reporting scrap collections 
of 100 pounds or more per pupil. 

Scrap from industrial and heavy: 
projects in city and county went 
up to 25,620 tons today, which to- 
gether with the general scrap col- 
lection of 9158 tons makes a total 
of 34,778 tons. The quota for all 
scrap for the last three months of 
this year is 72,000 tons. 

Missouri’s scrap metal collection 
today stood at 89,020 tons, with 
reports in from all but five coun- 
ties. This is a per capita of 48 
pounds for the area included in 
the reports. 


COLLECTED IN NATIONAL DRIVE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
Final returns from one-third of 
the 48 states and partial totals 
from the rest boosted the news- 
paper-sponsored scrap metal 
drive's collection near the five- 
million-ton mark today. The com- 
pilation was 4,852,438 tons. 

While the drive officially ended 
Oct. 17, many communities con- 
tinued their collections as part of 
the school children’s campaign or 
in connection with the industrial 
salvage program.

Vermont led the states reporting 
to date, on a per capital basis, 
with 155.4 pounds for every man, 
woman and child, or a total of 
27,905 tons.

From Sweden comes news that the failure of the 
Nazis to capture either Stalingrad or Leningtad has 
caused disappointment and discontent in captive Fin- 
land.

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WILL GOV. DONNELL TAKE HIS STAND? 
Two years ago, when he was a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, Forrest C. Donnell declared himself in favor 
of the non-partisan court plan. That plan is now 
under fire. Although it has had fio fair trial, there 
is danger that it may be undone by the Lauf repealer 
next Tuesday if the voters are apathetic. 
Yet Gov. Donnell has maintained a tight silence 
on the Lauf scheme. Does he favor keeping the 
court plan or is he for its repeal? 
The voters will receive a ballot calling on them to 
pass judgment on a proposal to hold a Constitutional 
Convention. This clearly is an issue on which fhe 
Governor of Missouri should express himself, on 
which he should provide leadership. 
Yet Gov. Donnell has not come out in favor of 
holding a Constitutional Convention. Is he opposed 
to one?

pretation on his silence? 
There are other propositions on the amendment 
ballot. No. 1 deals with the critical school situation 
in St. Louis County, No. 2 concerns a needed change 
in the provisions for tax rates on property for 
county purposef in certain. counties, No. 3 would 
increase the pay of Missouri’s poorly-paid legislators. 
Every one of these three propositions should carry. 
Yet Mr. Donnell, as Governor, has not put the power 
and prestige of his office behind a single one. Is he 
against them? If he is not against them, why does 
he not help their fortunes in a difficult election by 
indorsing them? : 
The Governor is—or should be—the leader of the 
people of Missouri in the debate and determination 
of public issues. It is late, but Mr. Donnell can 
still. employ his important office to direct public 
attention to the propositions which are to be decided 
Nov. 3 and to the urgency of deciding them to the 
best interests of Missouri.

Hugo the Magnificent 


Herbert Gorman in the New York *

“Victor Hugo: A Realistic Biography « # he 
Romantic,” by Matthew Josephson. (iwul 
Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) * 


HE career of Victor Hugo suggests the 

impressive bulk of a cathedral. The 
body that rested in the pauper’s coffin un- 
der the Arc de Triomphe on that May eve 
ning in 1885 was more than the perishing 
flesh and bone of a mortal man; it was a 
monument, one of the great monuments of 
France, to more than five decades of French 
people a’ literary and humanistic Notre 
Dame de Paris. 

It is this sense of the essential bigness 
of Hugo, of the cathedral-like quality of his 
career, that is one of the imposing virtues 
of Mr. Josephson’s biography. For the first 
time in English, he has provided a compre 
hensive, well-balanced account of the gigan- 
tic and all-embracing life of the most pow- 
erful writer modern France has produced. 


Some may cavil at Hugo’s style, at his 
godlike assumptions, at his manifest ego, or 
his so-called opportunism, but few will dare 
assert that he lacked force and power and 
was the most influential of all French writ- 
ers during his lifetime. Mr. Josephson pre- 
sents all this with disciplined reasoning. If 
he falls on his knees before his subject and 
convicts himself of Hugolatry, he does 80 
without hysteria and from a careful con- 
sideration of the undeniable facts. 

Where injustice, corruption, treason, de 
featism and cowardly compromise were 
concerned, Hugo always proved to be & 
roaring force of massed verbal artillery. 
There are still those who argue that he 
was a great play-actor and opportunist, but 
it seems to this commentator that Mr. Jo- 
sephson, by putting Hugo’s career in bright 
relief against the political vagaries of his 
era, successfully demolishes such assertions. 

Of course, Hugo changed his political coat 
several times; of course, he fought in his 
old age against miseries that he ignored 
in his flamboyant youth. But the answer 
to that is: he grew. 

It was a long road from the Romantic he- 
roics of “Hernani” to the vast panorama of 
“Les Miserables.” If it were not for the 
music of Verdi, the first would be com- 
pletely forgotten today, but the second is 
still familiar to generation after — 
of readers. Though we may now recognize 
its flaws, the flaws of the fiction of the 
"60s, it still holds us. It was a great man 
who wrote that book. 


What of the man himself? What of bis 
fears and hopes, his uncertain moments, his 
personal loves and hates, his flaws 
lapses?

CHAPTER TWELVE. 

HE Kremlin is an amazing 

combination of buildings. 
_™ There are churches, barracks, 
office buildings and a palace with- 
in the high brick wall that sur- 
rounds it.' There are only three 
entrances, We left from the Na- 
tional Hotel in cars provided by 
our respective embassies. A “Y, 
M, C, A.” boy sat in front of each 
car beside the chauffeur. Nearly 
always the “Y..M, C. A.” boys in 
Moscow wear black caps and black 
leather coats. Most of them were 
young, and when they smiled they 
just looked like pleasant, healthy 
young men. But they didn’t smile 
very often. 

We swept through the big 
Gothic archways (all archways are 
Gothic to me) and found ourselves 
inside the wall. We were on the 
river side, and I was surprised to 
find green grass and trees grow- 
ing within the wall. The whole 
atmosphere was that of a college 
campus on an autumn night. The 
former palace of the Czars is 
the main building inside the Krem- 
lin wall, It ig a huge building, 
ugly now with its camouflage; 
rather futile camouflage in view 
of the fact that the Moscow River 
flows right by it and on a night 
with any moon at all, the river 
would point out the way to the 
Kremlin as unerringly as the 
Thames points the way to central 
London. You can’t black out a 
river, although the Russians have 
done a rather ingenious job in hid- 
ing that part of the river which 
is near the Kremlin. 

The building was brilliantly 
lighted inside. A large staircase 
of white marble led to the rooms 
above, There were 137 steps to 
climb, if my arithmetic Was cor- 
rect. Then we turned left, went 
through a door and came out into 
an enormous room, perhaps 150 
feet long. At each doorway there 
were two officers ‘on.guard, and 
significant was the fact that they 
were regular Army captains. We 
walked the length of this room 
feeling dwarfed by the immensity 
of its high ceilings and huge crys- 
tal chandeliers. Then we entered 
the Chamber of Deputies with its 
1000 seats. Empty, of course, it 
looked larger than it was. We 
turned. left and walked through 
what had once been the throne 
room; now it was the state ban- 
quet room. The walls were re- 
lieved by red tapestry framed 
with gilt, and three large crystal 
chandeliers hung from the ceiling. 
It was a beautiful room, now set 
for a hundred people. We walked 
through it into the next room, 
where we were to await Stalin.

They 
think him cold, ruthless, and no 
doubt he is. 

Smiling Maxim Litvinov was 


| there, a little to our surprise. For 


some years Litvinov had been in 
the doghouse. He always hated 
fascism, so he couldn't even pre- 
tend a half-hearted acquiescence 
when the Russian-German eco- 
nomic pact was signed in. August, 
1939. Because he was always bet- 
ter known and more highly re- 
garded in Britain and America 
than perhaps any other Russian, 
we thought that he had been 
dusted off and presented just for 
the duration of the conference. We 
were afterwards to find out that 
we had been quite wrong.. That 


soft-gpoken Lavrenti Beria, who 
looks like a physician but whose 
innocent-sounding title, Commissar 
for Internal Affairs, means that 
he is head of what was once called 
the Cheka, later the OGPU and 
now the NKVD. Plump, benign, 
rosy-cheeked Vyshinsky, animated, 
easy to smile, stood chatting with 


Harriman in French, and it was 
hard to believe that this was the 
man who prosecuted and sent 
either to death or imprisonment at 
least 100,000 Russian citizens in the 
1938 purge, unless you noticed that 
when he smiled his eyes didn’t 
smile. There was a hint of early 
frost in those pale blue eyes, 

‘We were all horrified by that 
purge. We forgot the yery mean- 
ing of the term. The. dictionary 
eo “purgé” as “to make phys- 

y and spiritually clean.” That 
purge eliminated Russia’s fifth col- 
umn, I found no British or Amer- 
ican correspondent in Russia who 
thought that the famous confes- 
sions made by Radek, Tukhatchev- 
sky, Buknarin, Rykov, Krestinsky, 
Pletnov, Aosengodz and the others 
had been extorted by torture. Un- 
der Soviet law these and the other 
thousands who had been affiliated 
with them had been guilty of trea- 
son and deserved the death pen- 
alty. Had only the Low Countries 
and Poland and Norway and the 
other states eliminated their own 
traitors how much happier their 
fate would have been.

ERHAPS. home day we will dig 
P up the Congressional Record 

and see there the voluntary evi- 
dence given by our own fifth col- 
umnists and find a prosecutor as 
ruthless as Vyshinsky. But 
we are pretty soft, If a man in 
our country rapes a woman he gets 
life; if he rapes our country he 
gets a lecture or radio contract. 
I sometimes wonder if we deserve 
the wonderful country we've got. 

Lozovsky, the Kremlin spokes- 
man, his neatly trimmed black 
beard streaked with gray, chatted 
with everyone in Russian, French, 
German, Spanish or any other ljan- 
wuage you happened to know. 
Everyone was there except that lit- 
tle, forgotten man who is Presi- 
dent of the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics. Whatever is his 
name? Oh, yea—Mikhail Kalinim. 

Then through the next room we 
saw Stalin approaching. The hum 
of talk died down, In his pictures, 
Stalin looks huge, forbidding, surly. 
This little man, rather bowlegged, 
who was walking toward us, was 
smiling affably, and when he saw 
Harriman and the Beaver, his face 
broke into animated welcome. He 
shook hands with the two mission 
heads and those of us who were 
seeing him for the first time were 
stricken dumb. His appearance 
was a contradiction of everything 
we had ever been led to believe 
about Stalin. A British correspond- 
ent once wrote of Stalin, “He 
looks like the kindly Italian gar- 
dener you have in twice a week.” 
You couldn't find a better’ descrip- 
tion of the Soviet leader than that. 
He shook hands warmly and mur- 
mured a Russian phrase. He wore 
the gray semi-military tunic in 
which he is always pictured, but 
the simple suit fitted so beauti- 
fully that Beaverbrook was right 
when he said afterward, “Stalin is 
the best-dressed man in Russia.” 

His left arm is slightly withered 
and he carries it close to his body, 
which almost hides the defect. Aft- 
er he had greeted everyone, we. 
went in to dinner, I sat between 
a Russian admiral and a Soviet 
Foreign Office man. Happily, Ed- 
die Page of our State Department, 


a Russian-speaking member of our 


mission, sat two seats away to 
help me out. And Lozovsky, with 
whom I knew I would be fighting 
in a few days, sat opposite, . I 
turned all of my charm on Lozov- 
sky, but charming a censor is like 
charming a snake.

“Lay off the aviarcay. This meal 
goes on for hours.

There were -several carafes of 
vodka on the table and as soon as 
one emptied itself, a waiter refilled 
it. Every time my glass was half- 
emptied, the Soviet admiral to my 
right in great consternation at the 
lack of hospitality shown me, 
would fill it, hold up his glass, mur- 
mur the conventional “Vashe Zdor- 
ovie” and I'd have to drink with 
him. He talked German happily, 
so as long as he didn’t get too com- 
plicated, we got along fine. 

Meanwhile one course succeeded 
another on the same plate. You 
were supposed to finish what was 
put on your plate and then, be- 
fore you could lean back and re- 
lax, the waiter was there with an- 
other course. And the food was 
so fantastically good that you 
couldn’t say “No” to it. The three 
high spots were perhaps the mush- 
rooms fried in sour cream, the 
sturgeon in champagne and the 
pilaf of quail, 

Wine kept coming and going; 
red wine, white wine, champagne 
and always vodka. White vodka, 
yellow vodka, red vodka with pep- 
pers in it. And inevitably there 
were toasts. The toasts are the 
great feature of formal Russian 
dinners. Stalin started it around 
the cold pork and _ horseradish 
with a toast to Beaverbrook and 
one to Harriman, and by the time 
we reached the borstchok there 
had been 20 of them. Anyone in 
the room could give a toast any 
time he felt like it by getting to 
his feet and tapping his plate for 
silence. Getting to one’s feet be- 
came increasingly difficult as the 
evening wore on. The toasts were 
all greeted with loud applause; 
everyone gave one. 

Finally we reached the coffee 
stage, and a welcome stage it was. 
Then Stalin rose and there was 
something in his manner which 
made us all very quiet. All eve- 
ning he had been chatting volubly 
with Beaverbrook and Harriman, 
who sat on either side of him, and 
he had been laughing at Beaver- 
prook’s quips, and when Stalin 
laughs he laughs with his eyes, too. 
Stalin looks like the kind of man 
you would like to know better. But 
at that moment he looked very 
serious. He tapped his glass with 
a knife and then raised his glass. 
He spoke for perhaps 15 seconds 
and then Oumansky picked it up. 

“Comrade Stalin says,’ Ouman- 
sky began, “that he would like to 
propose a toast to the President 
of the United States. Comrade 
Stalin says President Roosevelt 
has the very difficult task of lead- 
ing a country which is bel- 
ligerent and yet which wants- to 
do all it can to help the two great 
democraciés of Europe in their 
fight against Fascism.
